Though adopting a more lenient attitude toward the present than toward | 
previous governments, there is reason to believe that this has been due to 
CGT approval of the repressive measures taken against the Communist Party 
of Chile. There is also evidence that the COT leaders believe that the 


breaking of Communist control of many labor unions will eventually rebound 
to the benefit of the cor.
